BILL 

TO 

Amend the Wild Birds Protection Acts as applying to a.d. 1898 . 
Ireland. 

B E it enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and hy the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. So much of section fifteen of: the Constabulary (Ireland) Act, CtJMtabulary 

1836, as prohibits the constabulary from enforcing any Acts relating wild Birds 
to the laws for the preservation of game, shall be held not to apply Protection 
to the protection of wild birds under the Wild Birds Protection s ' 

Act, 1880, the Wild Birds Protection Act, 1894, and the Wild 
10 Birds Protection Act, 1896. 

2. Section six of the Wild Birds Protection Act, 1896, is hereby Repeal, 
repealed. 

3. The Wild Birds Protection Act, 1896, shall apply to Ireland, Application 
with the substitution of the Lord Lieutenant for a Secretary of ^ the** 1141 
15 State, and of the urban district council for the council of a Wild Birds 
county borough ; and any expenses incurred in carrying this Act 
into effect in Ireland shall be repaid out of the district council 
fund or rate respectively. 

4. This Act may be cited as the Wild Birds Protection (Ireland) Short title.
